There 
are people who get upset when | appear on the scene and start 
asking questions which upset them, or write stories they think are

Race officials described 
the phenomenal growth of 
the Birkeblener Race in 
Cable, Wisconsin and used 
it ag an example of ihe 
potential for this area. Cable 
has a population of 261 
persons and hosts the an- 
nual event which began 5 
years ago with only 60 
skiers. The little village now 
has over ten times Its popu- 


lation In racere alone, as this

Minor Fire 
At Mercy 


A minor fire at Mercy 
Hospital has driven home a 
lagson. Administrator Sister 
Mary Hilda, has been con- 
tinuously stressing in the 
past, fire drills are serious 
business and have to be 
practiced to work well. 

A fire broke out in the 
maintenance room of the 
hospital about 11:00 a.m. on 
March 8. A worker in the 
room smelled something 
burning in an elevator elec- 
trical control panel and 
pulled the doors open an it, 
said assistant administrator, 
Duane Nemke, 

As soon as he saw the 
flames he immediately called 
the switchboard, which then 
broadcast the fire code-word 
throughout the hospital so 
that personnel can go to 
their fire stations for pos- 
sible evacuation. Pollce and 
firamen were aiso summon- 
ed to the scene. By the time 
they had arrived however, 
the maintenance man had 
extinguished the blaze in the 
panel which had resulted 
from the burned out relay. 

“This proved that our fire 
emergency systems - are 
working at absolutely 100%” 
said Nemke. “Everyone func- 
tioned just like they have 
been trained to In an emer- 
gency. | can only think that 
this is mainly due to the 
persistent efforts of Sister 
Mary Hilda who can not 
stress enough, the impor- 
tance of aii of us under 
standing fire safety proce- 
dures for employees and 
patienis.
